Okeelanta Sets Target 
Starting Date As Nov. 6 
For 5,258.7 Cane Acres 


Target date for the beginning 
of the sugar cane harvesting 
season has been set for Nov. 
6 at Okeelanta Refinery, states 
Earl F. Wilson, resident auditor 
for the firm. 

The first cutting of the cane 

should begin two days earlier 
on Nov, 4, Wilson said. About 
500 laborers and 150 mill and 
office personnel will be requir- 
ed to complete the harvesting 
whichis expetced to continue 
‘until the latter part of March 
or first parg of April of next 
year. 
Wilson said the cane was in 
very good condition generally 
and that the refinery would be 
handling about 2,000 tons per 
day in the near future. He in- 
dicated that yields would aver- į 
age 40-45 tons per acre or more 
which would probably be much 
better than last ‘year. 

From the harvest of the cane 
about 18,000 tons of sugar is 
expected with the remainder 
‘made into blackstrap or invert 
molasses. 

A breakdown of the labor 
forces provided by Wilson was 
that 450 off-shore laborers 
f would be used with 150 persons 
required for the mill and office 
forces and about 50 persons in 
supervisory positions and the 
shops.
